REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Moon (US 
Patent No. 7,038,653) teaches a shift register in an LCD device having a plural stages 
including a pull-up section and a pull-down section; Fukuda (US Patent No. 5,162,786) 
teaches a driving circuit of a liquid crystal display comprising a shift register circuit for 
sequentially storing digital signals; Shin et al (US Patent No. 5,270,696) discloses an 
LCD driver circuit comprising a plurality of cascade-connected LCD drivers; Jung (US 
Patent No. 6,014,123), Takuwa (US Patent No. 5,793,363), and Takeda et al (US 
Patent No. 4,799,057) are also made of record for disclosing LCD driving circuits using 
a shift register. However, the prior art of record fails to teach a shift register used in an 
LCD system comprising X stages having outputs, where X is an integer greater than 
three, and Y clock inputs, where Y is an integer greater than two, each xth one of said 
stages, for each x such that 1<x<.X, comprising a flip-flop and logic circuit arranged to 
receive a set enable signal from said output of an (x-1 )th one of said stages, each 
(nY+y)th one of said stages being arranged to be set in response to one of a leading 
edge and a first level of a clock signal at a yth one of said clock inputs in a presence of 
said set enable signal and to be reset in response to one of a trailing edge and a 
second level of said clock signal at said yth clock input for each y such that 0<y<Y as 
recited in the claims.
